It was inténded to be and when it was incorpo- 
rated in Monroe's 1823 message to congress it prob- 
ably was. Now it is a material benefit but a Ben-

To an im- 
portant extent it deals with stable, seif-sustain- 
ime and dignified nations. The United States 
might look about for another form in which te 
Geclare its purposes. 

Chile ex Atgentina or other 
e@ompetent countries to the south were ‘offered 
treaties of mutual protection against aggression 
‘from Europe or Asia. In its original conception 
the Monroe Doctrine did not guarantee American 
eountries freedom from attack one upon another. 
It was, in the first instance, to prevent the over- 
throw of the new republics and their recapture 
tion. | 

In the hundred and more years of the growth 
and development of the doctrine it has been iso 
lated as a principle of the United States alone, in 
the application of which no codperation was asked 
or desired. It has a mutuality of benefit but none 
ef spirit. It has assumed that in certain cases 
other nations would be compelled to accept our 
protection’ whether they wanted it or not. We 
have ignored the sovereignty of the other nation. 
The manner of the grand patron has not made 
@ sentimental success of itself and there is a rea- 
gonable grownd for belief that mutual agreements, 
reached in treaties, might put an entirely different. 
aspect on the entire question. This would recog- 
pize the intangibles of national being which have 
been thoroughly ignored in our assumption that 
the fat American dictate covered the whole prob- 
lem. . 

Now the Monroe Doctrine is resented in Latin 
America as if it were a declaration’ of sovereignty 
ever all the other countries. It is resented as if it 
were authority for American proconsuls in every 


_ @ountry in this part of the world. It is regarded 


by the Latin republics as the gospel of what they | , 
call Yankee imperialism. They describe it not as a 
measure by which they are guaranteed what they 
have but by which America approaches what it 
wants. Americans are so unconscious of imperial

+ REVIVING THE COAL | 


INDUSTRY. 

The interstate commerce commission has ordered 
the railroads” to reduce the rates on coal from 
some of the Illinois and Indiana mines to Chicago. | 
The reductions range from 6 to 22 cents a ton. At 
the same time the commission ordered an increase 
of 10 cents @ ton on the rates from Kentucky mines 
to Chicago, The present differential in favor of the 
Tilinois mines is 25 cents and after the new order 
has taken efféct the differential will be 35 cents. 
The new rates may help the Illinois coal industry 
to recover some of the grourid lost in recent years, 
but we expect it will take more than the commerce 
commission can grant to restore the industry to its 
former position. “What is true of Illinois is equally 
true elsewhere, especially in the central! competi- 
tive field, the union stronghold in the middle west. 
A generation ago the mines of this region were 
the principal source of power and heat in the 
middle west and northwest. The industry did not 
foresee what was to happen.. It ig doubtful, even, 
if the industry réalizes 
to its markets. 
Mine operatore and the miners’ ‘union ‘were in 
j strong position a generation ago. Industry had 
to come to them for power. When there was 
danger of an overproduction of coal and a conse- 


which served the purposes of both the operators 
and the union. Coal was bought in relatively small 
quantities, placing the seller at an advantage and 
the buyer at a disadvantage. 

The same editions of Tux Taisuns which an- 
nounced the change in rail rates also announced 
that negotiations were pending in Germany for 
the purchase of American patent rights for syn- 
thetic gasoline. ‘Plants for manufacturing the new 
fuel are already being built in Germany. Another 
column of Tus Taisune reported that the pro-} 
duction of crude oil in the United States is now 
greater than ever before. Here are two substitutes 
for coal. There are others. Some of them may be 
more costly than coal but there is small danger 
that labor troubles will cut off the supply. ‘ 
‘While substitutes have been coming on the 
market, private power plants have gone out of 


enormous steam and hydraulic generators. The 
steam generators burn quantities of coal so large 
lot purchase. Many of the power companies operate 
their own mines six days a week and twelve 
months a year. Mines run lees
